622 Voters Attend Adjourned Town Meeting 


MBTA Subsidy, Land Buy 
Among Articles Approved 


A special Town Meeting of 622 
voters approved a subsidy for the 
MBTA with surprisingly little op= 
position Monday, authorized the 
purchase of land for expansion of 
West School, approved the acquisi= 
tion of utility rights of way into 
Lowell Junction and agreed to a 
$180,000 investment for Phase I 
of improvements to Rogers Brook, 

In an affirmative frame of mind, 
voters approved by substantial 
margins 12 of the 13 articles 
finally cleared for consideration, 
They rejected, however, plans for 
full-scale renovation ofthe junior 
high school building, accepting in= 
stead a motion from the floor 
calling for further study of the 
practicality of making such an 
investment in the junior highplant, 

Chairman Louis Galbiati of the 
School Committee had no sooner 
moved the article calling for 
appropriation of $100,000 to proe 
ceed with working drawings and 
specs for renovations than School 
Committeewoman Virginia H, Cole 
rose to register what she termed 
a ‘‘minority opinion.”” 

She stated that she favors re~ 
pair of the junior high school 
building, but that she objects to 
the expenditure of an estimated 
$2.1 million onthe present building 
when a new junior high will have 
to be provided eventually, 


Mrs, Cole reported that it was 
her understanding that one half 
the $2 million would cover the cost 
of necessary repairs, and that the 
additional million would be spent 
for the relocation of walls, ‘‘I can 
find no justification for moving 
walls,’? she said, pointing out that 
the renovated school would not 
accommodate any more than the 
800 students it is currently in= 
tended to handle, Actually, almost 
twice that many seventh, eighth 
and ninth graders are being housed 
there until the present senior high 
school is vacated for junior high 
use, 

It was John S, Sullivan, former 
chairman of the School Committee, 
who introduced the motion which 
was substituted for that published 
in the warrant, Pointing out that 
one wing of the junior high is 50 
years old-and the other 30, Sullivan 
proposed that the School Com= 
mittee, Selectmen and Finance 
Committee appoint a group of five 
to study the advisibility of limiting 
improvements of the building to the 
basic costs essential to making the 
junior high safe and sound, The 
study is to be completed by Jan. 
20, 1968, 

The former school board chair= 
man held out the possibility that 
in the meantime the General Court

However grateful our hearts, it is impossible for those 
of us who will this week commemorate the first Pilgrim 
harvest feast to recapture the sense of satisfaction, the 
joyousness, the humility, the intense relief that those 
early settlers felt when they put aside the work of survival 
for one day to celebrate because cupboards were full 
enough to give them physical strength for whatever winter 
was on its way. 

Isolated as they were from the world, theirs was a most 
personal Thanksgiving. It had great meaning because 
starvation and the ravages of malnutrition were real possi- 
bilities for people so distant from the outer reaches of 
civilization. 

There are Americans today ‘who go to bed hungry; a 
harvest of hope could mean to them what bounty meant to 
that small band of Christians. 

But we cannot be thankful, as they were thankful, when 
we know that at the very moment we are eating turkey with 
stuffing and cranberries one half the world’s population 


will be hungry and close to starvation. How can we under- 
stand the simplicity of the Pilgrim’s emotional response to 
plenty when we live in a country where there is such 
abundance that new taxes are proposed as the only means 
of preventing run away inflation? 

The answer is that we cannot. 

We can be grateful, but we cannot believe that we have 
been provided with so much more than is required for 
survival because of divine providence, anymore than we 
can believe that one half the world has been denied in 
order that we may prosper. 

Our ancestors came to a rich land and our forefathers 
were given the wisdom to establish a government here that 
encouraged the development of the new nation’s natural 
and human resources. For this we can be thankful. 

For all the rest, simple gratitude is not enough. To give 
thanks enough for our other blessings, we must work as 
a nation to see that people every where have the oppor- 
tunity to reap a bountiful harvest of their own. 


Tourism 


There is a view abroad in the Cradle of Liberty that 
New England should be for New Englanders and Massa- 
chusetts for Bay Staters. 

Charles Francis Adams, chairman of the board for Ray- 
theon Co., expressed such opinions when he spoke against 
tourists and tourism in a recent speech that was inspired 
by the attitudes of Dr. Walter Muir Whitehill of North 
Andover, curator of the Boston Athenaeum. 


Both these distinguished gentlemen have said, in effect, 
that tourists lay waste the land, despoil our historic 
shrines, invade our privacy and in the end, cost New 
England more than the commercial revenues they produce 
are worth. 

“‘T love New England,’’ says Charles Adams, ‘‘but I 
would like to keep it at its best for those who live and 
work here.’’ 

And Dr. Whitehill writes: ‘‘To me, the tourist trade is 
indeed one of the inventions of the Devil, as skillfully 
disguised as the gifts of Mephistopheles offered Faust. 
Any region that encourages it, and is satisfied with the 
results has lost its soul beyond recovery.’’ 

It is easy to share such antagonism. It can be 
ageravating to have to push through crowds of sightseers — 
fat women in stretch slacks, men festooned with an assort- 
ment of cameras, children whose grubby fingers are never 
idle and teenagers with long hair and dirty feet — to get a 
look at Motif I or documents at the Old State House, to 
catch sight of a sloop in Marblehead Bay or search out a 
stretch of sand for sunning at Cape Cod. 


It is easy to forget that mixed into that crowd are a 
great many New Englanders, and easier still to forget that 
most of those who invade our privacy come because of a 
natural curosity about the places that are so closely 
linked with the history of this country. They may not be 
educated enough to have a full appreciation of all that they 
see but, like the hoards of people who trail through art- 
galleries filled with paintings they are ill-equipped to 
understand, each is almost certain to be enriched in some 
way. 

New Englanders cannot stake exclusive claim to the 
North Atlantic Ocean, all the natural and manmade 
wonders of this region and the history preserved here any- 
more than the people of Arizona can refuse entry at their 
borders to people from the East bent on seeing the Grand 
Canyon. . 

It is imprudent of development bureaus to promote 
tourism in excess of the region’s ability to handle the 
crowds, if this is their inclination. New England should 
certainly avoid over-exploitation. 

She has no right to insist on isolation, however. America 
is for Americans, all of it for all of us. New England 
would do better to plan for tourists, devising the best 
methods possible for accommodating visitors while at the 
same time protecting the interests of residents and the 
historic treasures of the region, than to cry aloud because 
so many people from other parts of the country want to see 
what it is that makes this corner of the United States so 
unique.

Down the Years 


75 Years Ago— November, 1892 

A photographing concern on 
wheels is stationed in the vacant 
space at the corner of Park and 
Florence Sts, Tintypes are a spe= 
cialty, 

It certainly did not seem natural 
last Saturday night to have it so 
quiet after the Andover=Exeter 
game, It has been quite a long time 
since Andover enjoyed that rest.
